OUR LONDON CABLE 


STOCK EXCHANGE PLIGHT OVER 


Decline of Speculation in American 


Shares Likely — Plenty of Credits 
for the Money Market — French 
Bankers Employ Large Sums in 
London — Why the Russian Loan 
Was So Quietly Floated.

LONDON, June 2.—Our Stock Ex- 
change trouble is, I think, surmounted 
and suspension of buying in rule will 
not be extended beyond June 10. In set- 
tling with the bears our half dozen arbi- 
trage houses have made considerable 
additions to their wealth, which they try 
to conceal by continuing to grumble. 

It is the public who lose, and their 
losses have induced a feeling of disgust 
which may last some time and sensibly 
reduce the amount of speculative busi- 
ness in your shares originating in our 
exchange. A blow, in short, has been 
given the reviving interest in your secu- 
rities, and I look for poor business for 
some time to come. 

Ease has also come over our money 
market, which is now in the full flush of 
abundant credits to be expected midway 
between the installments on the new 
loan. The Government has had nearly 
£14,000,000 of borrowed money paid in 
this financial year, besides about £3,000,- 
000 additional receipts from taxation 
taken over from last year, and, save the 
£250,000 used to cancel the floating obli- 
gations to the Bank of England, the 
whole of this has been disbursed, with 
the result that credits are now sloppy, 
and money closed yesterday easy at 3 
per cent. for the week. 

Discounts at the same time have 
slipped back, until 34% per cent. became 
a fine quotation for remitted bills. Some 
brokers quote a higher figure, but that 


was yesterday’s tone-working rate. Not 
alone is it.the Government disbursements 
that throw the credit gathered from all 
the ends of the world, as one might say, 
into the market, but the low rates preva- 
lent in France continue to induce French 
bankers to employ large sums in London. 
They were. vigorous buyers of bills yes- 
terday, hence the increased weakness in 
rate, and are always thus investing. I 
am told that the amount of foreign 
money, almost all French, employed here 
at present is nearly £30,000,000. 

The issue of the Russian loan did not 
disturb the market, though there were 
withdrawals of foreign capital to the ex- 
tent of one-quarter of 1 per cent. in 
rates. This was because the loan went 
forthwith into the hands of investors. 

One behind the scenes explains to me 
how this came about. Instead of offer- 
ing the loan on terms that would enable 
financiers to play with it and make a 
sensational subscription so as to drive it 
to 2 premium for their own profit, those 
subscribers who undertook forthwith to 
pay up in full received the heaviest allot- 
ment and applicants of all kinds had to 
pay 10 per cent. with their tenders. The 
consequence is that small investors 
throughout France took the loan 
straight, and it has in great measure dis- 
appeared from the market without dis- 
turbing the credit either of Paris or of 
anywhere else. This is a remarkable 
testimony to the thrift of the French 
people, especially when we consider that 
they already hold between £300,000,000 
and £400,000,000 of Russian securities. 

Accounts from industrial centres are 
rather more cheerful. Our iron trade is 
reviving, especially in Scotland, and thus 
far no perceptible adverse effect has been 
produced upon our exports of coal by the 
new tax. Grumbling continues both 
against that and the sugar duty, but 
the Government carried them because its 
supporters dared not defeat it. 

So ameliorating is the outlook at the 
moment, and so quiet are all European 
merkets, that the disposition is becoming 
strong in the city to urge the Bank to 
reduce its rate by at least one-half of 1 
per cent. The argument is that this 
would encourage business and relieve 
still further, and the step might have 
been taken Thursday but for fears lest a 
decline in money rates here, much below 
the present figures, would cause the 
French to draw away their balances.

ON THE LONDON EXCHANGE. 

LONDON, June 2.—All indications point 
to a rational resumption of business on the 
London Stock Exchange in the near future. 
There is no reason why this should have 
been delayed as long as it has, except that 
London recovers slowly, and therefore the 
effect of the recent panic has been a week 
during which transactions have been de- 
cidedly dull. New York has continued send- 
ing higher prices and these were marked 
up here in a perfunctory fashion, but actual 
business has been very small. 

London’s Northern Pacific settlement is 
now practically complete, and money is 
easy. Home rails are dull, the depression 


being due to unfavorable traffic reports. 
The recent holiday period did not bring the 
traffic Improvement expected. There is 
considerable foreboding as to home rail 
dividends at the end of the year. 

The decided ease in money was due to im- 
mense Government disbursements, and 
there are confident predictions of an early 
reduction in the bank rate. The Govern- 
ment, however, owing to the large amounts 
of forei money which —— be with- 
drawn if money oversharpened, is cautious. 

Consols continue their downward tend- 
ency, establishing their lowest record for 
the last ten years. It is said that some 
large holders of consols have been unload- © 
ing. Recent news from South Africa, and 
the slow, smoldering war embers apparent 
in that country, check ony met ad- 
vance in these securities. nd mines, on 
the contrary, have advanced, and Argen- 
tines are looking up on the ie uni- 
fication of the national deb: e@ message 
of President Roca of the Argentine Re- 
public has been very favorably received. 

It is reported that Berlin is investing in 
Chinese nds, owing to the clearing of 
the political atmosphere in the Orient.
